INSTRUCTIONS CONCERNING AMENDMENTS UNDER ARTICLE 19 

The applicant has, after having received the international search report and the written opinion of the International 
Searching Authority, one opportunity to amend the claims of the international application. It should however be emphasized 
that, since all parts of the international application (claims, description and drawings) may be amended during the 
international preliminary examination procedure, there is usually no need to file amendments of the claims under Article 19 
except where, e.g. the applicant wants the latter to be published for the purposes of provisional protection or has another 
reason for amending the claims before international publication.

4. [Where various kinds of amendments are made]: 

"Claims 1 - 10 unchanged; claims 11 to 13, 18 and 19 cancelled; claims 14, 15 and 16 replaced by amended 
claim 14; claim 17 subdivided into amended claims 15, 16 and 17; new claims 20 and 21 added."

The amendments may be accompanied by a statement explaining the amendments and indicating any impact 
that such amendments might have on the description and the drawings (which cannot be amended under 
Article 19(1)).

1. Novelty and Inventive Step 
1.1 Claims 1-18 

The subject matter of claims 1 and 14 differs from these prior art documents in that an 
apparatus comprises an arrangement comprising an optical waveguide receiving a first and a 
second radiation, wherein the second radiation has a second wavelength, which is different 
from the first wavelength, and is produced based on an inelastic scattering of the first 
radiation. And it is not obvious to a person skilled in the art by the documents, taken alone or 
in combination. Therefore, claims 1 and 14 meet the requirements of PCT Article 33(2) and 
(3) with respect to novelty and inventive step. 

Claims 2-13 and 15-18 are dependant on claim 1 or 14 and therefore meet the requirements 
of PCT Article 33(2) and (3). 



1.2 Claims 19-28 

The subject matter of claim 19 differs from these prior art documents in that computer 
accessible medium comprises an arrangement using procedures comprising receiving the 
simulated inelastic scattering radiation into and out of the simulated arrangement and 
determining a simulated characteristic of the simulated arrangement as a function of the 
simulated inelastic scattering radiation. And it is not obvious to a person skilled in the art by 
the documents, taken alone or in combination. Therefore, claim 19 meets the requirements of 
PCT Article 33(2) and (3) with respect to novelty and inventive step. 

Claims 20-28 are dependant on claim 19 and therefore meet the requirements of PCT Article 
33(2) and (3)
